There never was an appeal made 
by the Trustees for any special object to which she did not 
immediately respond. She furnished the nurse’s quarters, 
and the parlor and bed room of the Superintendent of Nurses, 
and ever kept that large division of the Hospital supplied 
with the proper linen. It is to her we were indebted for 
the money with which to equip and inaugurate the Diet 
Kitchen. In fact we can not look anywhere in our Insti- 
tution without seeing some evidence of her thoughtfulness 
and her generosity. 
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We are indebted to her not only for lberal supplies of 
money, but for wise counsel and unselfish personal service. 
She was a valued and conscientious member of our Train- 
ing School Board and the Auxiliary to the Board of Trus- 
tees. The chairman of this committee now reporting, bears 
grateful testimony to her many words of sympathy and 
encouragement in hours of discouragement and depression 
during his long Presidency. St. Luke’s Hospital can never 
forget Mrs. Elizabeth H. Stickney. May she rest in peace 
and may perpetual light shine upon her.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE IRUSTEES 


FROM OCTOBER 1, 1896 TO OCTOBER 1, 1997. 


The number of in-patients for the vear was 1,561, as 
against 1,672 for the year previous. 

The dispensary work shows 11,317 visits as against 9,516, 
a gain of nearly twenty per cent. The percentage of free 
work is slightly in excess of that of last year—fifty-two per 
cent—although the amount of it is a little less. 

The receipts from charitable sources have been small and 
the earnings of the Hospital have been marked by great 
fluctuations, so that the outcome of the year has been ae: 
uncertain. 

It was, accordingly, a venture of faith last summer to 
continue to receive all who seemed proper applicants for 
admission, and it was with sincere thankfulness that we 
reached the end of the year without a deficit. 

The condition of the Hospital building is creditable, 
everything being in good order and all repairs made as the 
need for them es Berane evident. 

There is much of this, however, of.a large sort to be ac- 
complished in the near future. Many of our floors are 
urgently in need of attention, and the time has come for us 
to take active steps in regard to an operating room, or set 
of operating rooms, which shall be worthy of the position 
which the Hospital occupies in the estimation of the med- 
ical profession and of the public. 
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The year has brought us in gifts and endowments, $18, 
748.65 from the estate of Mrs. A. Emory Storrs; $3,000 
endowment from the Victoria Diamond Jubilee Association, 
and $10,000 from the late George M. Pullman, a gift in the 
name of his grandson, George M. Pullman Lowden, $5,000 
of the same being to endow a bed, and $5,000 an endow- 
ment fund to provide for the maintenance of the furnish- 
ings and linen of the Florence Ward. Mr Pullman also 
made to the Hospital the large bequest of $20,000—$10,000 
asthe endowment of two beds, and the balance for such 
use as might seem best in the judgment of the Trustees. 

It is with thankful hearts, and in grateful memory of the 
generous donor, that we make mention also of the splendid 
bequest of Mrs. Edward §S. Stickney of $75,000 for Hospital 
purposes. Of this, $20,000 goes to endow two rooms, to be 
called, one, the Edward S. Stickney Room, the other the 
Elizabeth H. Stickney Room. The remainder of the bequest 
is to be used, in whole or such part of it as may be deemed 
necessary to build the Home for Nurses, which has for some 
years been the subject of appeal to the generous friends of 
the Hospital. 

This will be the largest sum that the Hospital has ever 
received, and while the building of the Home willadd to the 
expense of maintaining the Hospital, vet its receipts may 
also be expected to be augmented; for the rooms now 
occupied by the nurses will be available for private pa- 
tients, and it is hoped that there will bea sufficient profit 
from these rooms to add materially in providing for the 
free work which makes a constantly growing demand 
upon us. 

The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the continued gen- 
erosity of the many friends and patrons of the Hospital, at 
the same time reminding them that it is now in greater 
need than ever of assistance, and that no friend can be 
spared. Tor the coming year we need more generous help 
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from all whom God’s blessing has enabled to give to the 
sick and needy. | 

In closing, the Trustees desire to render the thanks of 
the Institution to the Medical Board, the House Staff, and: 
the Dispensary Board, for faithful services during the year; 
and in the same manner, also, to thank the Superintendent 
of the Hospital, and the officers, pupils, and employes of 
the Hospital and Training School, for their faithful serv- 
ices. 

The Trustees, also, desire to again thank the ladies of 
the Auxiliary Board, for their devotion to, and interest in, 
the Hospital; and, also, to return the most grateful acknowl- 
edgments to all who have aided the Hospital in any man- 
ner. 

The various reports are herewith submitted, showing 
the workings of the Hospital in detail.

Dear Str: The Auxillary Board acknowledges with 
gratitude $1,118.57 received. This money was used for the 
‘support of the beds mentioned in the Treasurer’s report, for 
‘tthe purchase of table linen, towels, pillow cases, sheets, and 
blankets for the Hospital. 

It is a matter of regret that, owing to the depressed 
financial condition of the past year, the Auxiliary Board 
has not been able to carry out its desire to provide sufficient 
money for the complete maintenance of the beds, for which 
‘subscriptions were undertaken. 

The Auxihary Board acknow ledges with gratitude the 
‘contributions received on Donation Day, and at other times 
during the year, and trusts that the interest in the Hospital, 
evinced by many kindnesses of which it has been the recip- 
ient, may continue and increase.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT, 


To Arruur Ryerson, Esq., 
President St. Lukes Hospital. 

Drar Str: The religious exercises of the Hospital and 
Training School have been regularly held during the year. 
Morning and evening services have been held each day in 
the Chapel. ~The attendance of nurses and patients has 
been uniformly good. Daily evening services have been 
held in the four open wards, and visits made and services 
held with private patients whenever desired. The Holy 
Eucharist has been celebrated on each Sunday and Holy 
Day in the Chapel, and a number of private celebrations 
had in rooms and wards. At the sixty-three celebrations 
in the Chapel, 645 communicants received at the altar-rail, 
and 143 in rooms and wards. Nineteen infants and eight 
adults were baptized. Twelve burial services were held, 


two marriages were solemnized, and the office of churching ~ 
used twice. Jriends have donated some altar linen during 


the year. We have received many donations of books, 
pamphlets, magazines, pictorial papers, and flowers, which 
have been regularly distributed among the patients, and 
have been highly appreciated by them. 

It is impossible to estimate the value of regular religious 
services in an institution like this, but every Christian per- 
son must be assured that the duty to God thus rendered, 
and the blessing of God thus sought, is in accord with the 
will of Him who has said, ‘Them that honour Me I will 
honour, and they that despise Me shall be lightly esteemed.”

76 ANNUAL REPORT OF 


RULES AS TO ROOMS, BEDS AND ENDOWMENTS, 


1. A donation of $10,000 endows a room in perpetuity, and the en- 
dower shall have the privilege of naming the room. 


2. A donation of $5,000 endows a bed in perpetuity. 
3. A donation of $300 supports a bed for one year. 


4, Any room not endowed may be granted by the Trustees to the 


endower of a bed during his life-time, and he may, during that period, | 


enjoy all the privileges accruing in perpetuity from the endowment of 
the room, in addition to the perpetual privileges accruing from the 
endowment of a bed. An additional endowment of $5,000, at any time, 
shall endow said room in perpetuity. 


5. Any room, not endowed and not granted as provided in Section 4, 
may be granted by the Trustees, to the supporter of a bed, and he may, 
during the year in which he supports the bed, enjoy the privileges 
accruing in perpetuity from the endowment of aroom, subject to termi- 
nation at the close of any year.
